EDITOR GAZETTE—Well, we have just com- 


pleted out first week here and ought to have 
gained several impressions oi tho place, but 
we haven t.

tales they are absolved from all allegiance 
to, the British crown." 
Enshrined in the 


affections of the people by its prophetic 
motto and earliest message of liberty, its 
safety became the solicitude and its keeping 
he treasure-trove of th« people. For as the 


swelled, southward, from Lexington to 


Vhite Plains, and from White Plains towards 
'jinceton, and the patriots got tidings of the 
advancing British columns, they hasted to 
rat their loved Liberty Bell in safer quarters. 
Juder the direction of Congress, after the 
battle of Brandywine, while the British 
were approaching the city it was lowered 
rom its stanchions, placed on a wagon and 
lurried away among endless baggage, trains 
of a patriot people, fleeing under the Sep- 
tember skies before the invaders of their 
lomes. 


Out the Old York Road (or pike) to 


Trenton they pushed on and thence under 
the escort of Virgianian and North Caro- 
inian troops, both horse and foot, over the 
tills and through the almost wilderness roads 
they bore it to the peaceful Moravian Village 
of Bethlehem—even then overflowing with 
our sick and wounded soldiers. On its way 
through the City of Bethlehem, the truck on 
which .it was conveyed, broke with U; it had 


a"slight injury tliere. It is this scene of the 
cavalcade, picturesque with its colors of the 
sere year, and its tales of exile, that is 
depicted in the painting ; the stirring in- 
cident in the history of the Liberty Bell that 
illustrates that the love of our people for it 
is no new thing. The Bell was afterwards 
uken to Allentown and hid in a cellar until 
after General Washington's victory at the 
rattle of Monmouth, in August, 1778, when 
it was brought back to Philadelphia and 
replaced in its position. It announced the 
jroclamation of the war of 1812; it an- 
nounced the proclamation of peace in 1815 ; 
t rang for the reception of Lafayette in 
1824; it was rung, for the last time and was 
cracked tolling for the death of Chief Justice 
John Marshall on July 8, 1885. 
It were a 


needless story to relate in these days how 
the Bell was brought back to its old eyrie 
with pageant and joy, with breeze-flying 
flags of red, white and blue and huzzas and 
arches of flowers and parade, and how the 


e^^ept festival upon ita return. Sixth 


and Chestnut swayed and swung with ita 
multitudes of patriot men and women, girls 
and boys, the roofs and windows adding to 
the joyous throng, tearful in their, gayety. 
as they welcomed back the Liberty Bell 
guerdon of their Commonwealth, and looked 
on the soldiers, who were to fight and win, 
through famishment and tatters, from open 
enemies and traitors, the land of their birth 
and toil and establish it among the nations 
—"A heritage of liberty forever."

The Use of • Combination of Pore Oxy- 


gen and Ether.' 


Experiments are being made by two 


well known physicians in New York with 
a new anaesthetic, by the use of whlob 
they hope to do away entirely with the 
many dangerous and nauseating effects of 
anaesthesia a* produced by prevailing 
methods. The component ports of the 
new discovery are pure oxygen and ether, 
and It Is asserted that by a proper combi- 
nation of the two a person may be put 
into a state of Insensibility for operating 
purposes without fear of a possibly fata 
termination or any immediate debilitation 
of the system. 


The combination of oxygen and ether, 


its introducers hope soon to demonstrate to 
the medical faculty, will obviate the ex- 
treme pallor or suffusion of the face and 
the weakness Induced by the means now 
used to deprive people of the sense of feel- 
ing. 
While the doctors who are working 


to perfect this new process of ancosthesia 
refuse to give any details just now for 
publication, on the plea that it Is ai ye1 
only in its experimental stage, they de 
clare that they have used it in several 
operations with tho most satisfactory re- 
iults.—New York Tribune. 


Early California Orangei. 


Oranges will be on the market this Rea- 


son three or four weeks earlier than usual, 
and the reuon for the fact U largely due 
to the disagreeable north wind and conse- 
quent dry and heated atmosphere wbloh 
have made life a burden for the past eight 
or nine days. ' 


Beginning Saturday, Nov. 9, the very 


disagreeable desert wind h&s been blow- 
ing, and it hag dried and heated the at- 
mosphere during the day, while the cool 
breeze from the ocean at night has fur- 
nished just the same change in the atmos- 
phere as is sometimes secured by artificial 
means for the ripening of oitrus fruits. 


Supervisor Randall, in speaking of the 


oranges in the Highland district, said tha 
fruit has colored very rapidly during the 
week, and he thinks the ripening is due 
directly to the hot weather. The air has 
been so dry that it has also affected the 
leaves of the trees, and they an brittle and 
crumble in one's hands a« if frosted. 


The same report come* from the other 


sections. A report from the Earl Fruit 
company said that a quantity of oranges 
would be shipped by Deo. 15, and when it 
li remembered that very few oranges were 
shipped last year at Christmas it will be 
seen at once bow much the season Is in 
advance of that of a year ago. 
Only two 


jar* had been shipped from Bedlunds by 
Deo. afi, 1891, and from every indication 
that will be multiplied many times.-

An occasion of this kind conies 
but onoo In a lifetime, and the policy o( 
tho Russian Imperial family has always 
been to dazzle the eyes o( their subjoots by 
magnificent oourt dramas, In which the 
ozar Is really a ozar. TO tills end Russian 
coronations have boon modo as splendid 
as the resources of the empire permitted. 
The coronation ot 'the emperor who nas 


just passed away cost over $1.000,000, that 
of his prodeOessor considerably over $5,000, - 
000, but in each ease a show was provided 
for the people of Russia that was vividly 
remembered until supplanted iu the popu- 
lar mind by the splendors of the next. The 
coronation is regarded as much more than 
tho simple not of placing a bauble on the 
head of the first man of tho state. It is a 
series of gorgeous ceremonials, and tho 
people of every nation that forms a part of 
the greatest empire on the earth are re- 
quired, through their representatives, to 
assist, while the upeotoolo Is made still 
more brilliant by the presence of the am- 
bassadors of every power on the globe und 
of large numbers of princes of the reigning 
houses, for royalty always assembles to 
congratulate the newly crowned monarch. 


Tho preparations for a Russian corona- 


tion are very elaborate and comprise among 
other things the laying up of great stores 
of provisions In Moscow, for tho bouses of 
that venerable city are compelled on coro- 
nation occasions to entertain from 500, 000 
to 600,000 strangers who "journey to wit- 
ness the ceremonies. Every province In 
the empire sends n deputation. Evo^y tribe 
In the faraway districts of Siberia, on the 
Bteppoa of control Aala, from the Khlvans 
to tho Eskimos along the shores of Bering 
strait, sends one or more representatives 
to present the homage of the tribe to the 
great white czar. Poles, Flnlandors, Lap- 
landers, Cossacks, Russians of a dozen 
names, Circassians, Georgians, Bashkirs, 
Turks— for tho Russian empire contains 
millions of Mohammedans — Tahorkesseo, 
Abasslans, Calmuoks, Tartars, Karapa- 
paks, Daghlstanls, Armenians, Kurds, 
Chinese from the districts conquered by 
Russia from China, Mongols, deputies 
from dozens of wandering nations In tho 
heart of Asia, for over 60 languages and 
double that number of dialects are spoken 
in tbo Russian dominion, and the people 
of every language must present their 
homago to the ozar In their own tongue. 
The Imperial coronations always take 
place In the Cathedral of the Assumption, 
one of the many In the Kremlin. — Boston 
Transcript.

A YAIN BETEAYAL. 


HOW THE NEW YORK CUSTOM HOUSE 


INSPECTORS MADE $4,000. 


How BD Old German'* Effort to 


In a Lot of Diamonds Wa» Frmtrated. 
Conditions Which the Son-in-law Inform- 
er Had Not the Nerve to Face. 
" Years ago," said an old secret sorvloe 


mnn, "I was in business In New York. 
Mon at my trade as a detective hear all 
sorts of etorles, some of thorn long after 
the knowledge will do any good. 
Novor- 


tliolcss now and then these yurns form 
curious bits of history. Isot long ago a 
gentleman from the inside was tolling me 
a bit of the unwritten history of the New 
York custom house. What ho related took 
place over 20 years ago—in fact, not long 
lifter the war. 
He was explaining how 


money was made inside tho customs lines. 
" 'A friend of mine,' said that gentle- 


man, 'was one of the Inspectors in the 
New York office. 
His business was to go 


aboard boats, ransack the trunks of pas- 
sengers and overhaul tho effects of immi- 
grants. In other words, he was to look 
out for smugglers. 
This was in 1869. 
" 'One day his chief came to him and 


said: "You moot such and such a ship 
when she comes in. She's at tho Narrows 
now.

This girl will be with her father, whose 
name is Schmidt, and who comes from 
Bremen. Ho has nothing on him or about 
him that is wrong, but the girl has a 
whole handful of diamonds done up in her 
back hair. You huve tho In spec tress who 
la wlbl* you to aearob -tl?o girl apd IIAVO hpv 
finally find the diamonds In her ohignon. 
Don't bungle tho job nor go straight to 
the diamonds as if you knew where they 
were. I want the discovery to come along 
in a regular way and nothing done to in- 
dicate that wo have had any pointer as to 
the folks and their diamonds.11 


"'There was no time," continued my 


friend, 'to ask any questions as to how my 
chief knew of the whereabouts of this 
plant of diamonds. X took the woman in- 
spector, as he directed me, and we went 
aboard the boat and quickly found our 
passengers from Bremen. 
This Schmidt 


had been further described to me by my 
chief as having only one eye, BO he was 
easy to pick out.

The Malariooc Belt, AMoa, 


At the meeting of the international geo- 


graphical congress in only two point* of 
Importance was there any appearance of a 
consensus of opinion. The first was th« 
»ery obvious fact that the entire «oaat 
line ot tropical Africa and the lower 
courses of the great river*—broadly •port- 
ing, the coastal zone—presented great ob- 
stacles to tho establishment of European 
settlements owing to the malarial charac- 
ter of the climate. It is for this reason 
that we find the European settlement* on 
the coasts situated on Islands or peninsular 
lands. -The soils most favorable to the 
propagation of malaria are naturally those 
of the maritime regions and the fertile 
flats bordering the lower and sometimes 
the middle courses of the great rivers, and 
It is here wo find malarial fevers, in their 
worst or remittent forms, epidemic. This 
pernicious variety prevails also in low 
lying, marshy districts under a certain 
altitude. 
Consequently 
rapid transit 


through those fever belts is ail essential 
condition for the permanent establishment 
of European settlements on the high pla- 
teaus.—Nineteenth Century.
